At the m om ent there seems to be an atm osphere of passive 
rcsi.-tance shrouding the salary increase bill so eagerly and 
•Wiftly passed by the Legislature for subm ission to the people. 
April 2 M issouri voters will act on an increase in pay and 
expenses for their legislators. They will be voting on a con­ 
stitutional am endm ent to raise salaries from $125 to $300 a 
month, and travel expenses home each w eekend instead of 
once a session. 


All over the state there is beating of drum s to stir up an af­ 
firm ative vote next m onth on the sam e date of city-w ide elec­ 
tions. 


About increasing legislators’ travel expenses there is per­ 
suasiveness m the argum ent that conditions have changed since 
legislators m ade the trip to Jefferson City dn horseback, in bug­ 
gy or wagon and stayed the session out. 


In this motorized age and lessened distances .constituents long 
ago began to take it for granted that their senators and repre­ 
sentatives will be home w eekends for personal contacts. Be­ 
cause of this, citizen* no longer w rite letters to their repre­ 
sentatives as they d.d years ago. This is becoming a forgotten 
art. Now by frequent visits with the folks at home, legislators 
m ust depend on getting the opinion of voters they represent, if 
they are to do a better job of representing. 


About increasing the legislators’ salary to $3.600 per year. 
We have heard it m entioned these m en ought to be willing to 
make a sacrifice for the privilege and prestige of enacting the 
laws that govern our collective lives and businesses. T hat is 
the philosophy so often applied to school teachers — their 
functions should be in a spirit of service and not for the money 
they get. Noble as it sounds it is im practical in this inflationary 
age. T hat is the kind of old-fashioned thinking which kept Mis­ 
souri in the m uddy road epoch so long. We should get the pub­ 
lic servants* salary schedules out of the mud in 1957. 


California pays Its legislators $6.000 annually and $14 a day 
expenses w hen the legislature is in session. Colorado pays $3,- 
600 and actual expenses. Illinois, calling its legislature only 
every other year, pays $10,000 to each legislator for the bien­ 
nium. M assachusetts legislators get $5.200 for each session, plus 
traveling expenses. In Michigan they pay $4,000 a year plus 
$1,000 a year expense. New Jersey legislators get $5,000 a 
year, New York, $7,500 a year, Ohio, $5,000 a year. 


None of these legislators’ salaries is likely to attract “ca­ 
reer men 
but a $3,600 salary for M issouri legislators would 
tend to invite im proved talent, including m ore younger men 
who could contribute some aggressive thinking in m atters in­ 
volving the w elfare of the state. 


The salaries am endm ent deserves strong and active public 
support in order to provide our present law m akers reasonable 
and ju st com pensation, and to fu rth er encourage a greater 
num ber of qualified persons to ru n in the future for these re­ 
sponsible state offices. 


Doubtless there are m any dem ands for funds to finance Mis­ 
souri's governm ental operations, but it appears anom alous for 
the public to continue to dem and increased expenditures for 
every governm ental agency from A to Z w ithout constituents 
back home giving consideration to the financial plight of the 
lawm aker* them selves who are charged w ith great responsi­ 
bility.

H e tells his followers also to 
help the poor in secret and to 
pray 
in 
secret. 
He 
preaches 
against am assing of w ealth o n 
earth “w here m oth and ru st doth 
corrupt, and thieves break in and 
steal.” His listeners are told not 
to w orry about t h e i r physical 
needs, nor about the future. 
He tells them not to judge oth­ 
ers. And finally, he says: “All 
things w hatsoever ye would that 
men should do unto you, do ye 
even so to them .” 
. . , The report was signed by 
Junius. Enclosed with it was this 
note from Pilate: 
C herished Livia —- I cannot 
help but w onder w hat your sag­ 
es w ill m ake of all this. Will you 
let me know at your convenience? 
By the way, I understand that 
certain people in authority w ith­ 
in the province are beginning to 
regard this Jesus as a m an dan­ 
gerous to their o w n power.

shall let Tiberius know if this 
brew s serious trouble.

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Tornadoes, the most violent and 
spectacular storms produced by 
nature, are a menace to the life 
and property of almost everyone 
living between the Rockies and the 
Atlantic. Thy occur in the eastern 
Gulf states at the beginning of the 
year, then advance north-westward 
to reach Iowa and Kansas in June, 
remaining in that area until late 
September. 
But in know ing w'hat to do when 
a tornado is observed may mean 
the difference between life and 
death even though there is no uni­ 
versal protection against them ex­ 
cept in caves or underground ex­ 
cavations, such as the so-called 
“ cyclone cellar.” Regardless, here 
are a few suggestions: If you are 
in open country: 
1. Move at right angles to the 
tornado’s path. Tornadoes usually 
move ahead at about 25 to 40 miles 
per hour. 


2. If there is no time to escape, 
lie flat in the nearest depression 
such as a ditch or ravine. 
Tf in a city or town: 
1 Seek inside shelter, preferab­ 
ly in a strongly reinforced build­ 
ing. Stay away from windows. 
2. In homes: Usually the safest 
part of the house is in the corner 
of the basement tow'ard that from 
which the storm is coming. Howev­ 
er, when you are unable to determ ­ 
ine from which direction the torna­ 
do is coming, go to the southwest 
corner of the basement, which us­ 
ually offers the 
greatest 
safety, 
particularly in fram e houses. Peo­ 
ple in houses without basements 
should find other shelter, prefer­ 
ably in a storm cellar, although a 
depression, such as a ditch or ra­ 
vine. can offer some protection. If 
time permits, electricity and heat­ 
ing appliances should be shut off. 
Doors and windows on the north 
and east sides of the house m ay be 
open to help reduce damage to the 
building. 
If in schools: 
1. In city areas: If school build­ 
ings is of strongly reinforced con­ 
struction. stay inside, away from 
window's, rem ain near an inside 
wall on the lower floors when pos­ 
sible. Avoid auditoriums and gym­ 
nasiums with large, poorly-support­ 
ed roofs. 
2. In rural schools that do not 
have strongly reinforced construc­ 
tion, remove children and teachers 
to a ravine or ditch if storm shel­ 
ter is not available. 
If in factories 
and 
industrial 
plants: 
On receiving a tornado warning, 
a lookout should be posted to keep 
safety officials advised of the tor­ 
nado’s approach. Advance prepa­ 
ration should be made for shutting 
off electrical circuits and fuel lines 
if the tornalo approaches the plant. 
Employees should be moved to sec­ 
tions of the plant offering the great­ 
est protection.

"These 
colors come from the earth,” the 
architect says, "and are more 
restful.” 
He pointed out that in Cali­ 
fornia near the ocean there are 
few trees. “This is the reason 
we like to use deep colors on the 
roof. Light pastels tend to be too 
bright m California’s intense 
sunshine.”

Major Shift in U.S. Foreign 
Policy Debated in Light of 
Washington's Early Advice 


Editor’s Note— From a 
nation 
which avoided entangling foreign 
alliances, the U. 8. versed Its field 
almost completely 
since 
World 
War Two. 
Where la this policy 
taking us? 
They are important 
questions, explored In this first of 
three articles on the Stale Deport­ 
ment. 
WASHINGTON ttP—A general 
who was to become president of 
the United States once asked the 
secretary 
of 
foreign 
affairs: 
"W hat's going on in the world?” 
"All I know,” the secretary re­ 
plied, "Is what I see in the news­ 
papers.” 
The general was George Wash­ 
ington. The secretary was Robert 
Livingstone, who headed the For­ 
eign Affairs Department of the 
second Continental Congress, The 
conversation 
occurred 
in 
1782. 
Seven 
years later, 
the 
United 
States came into being. The old 
Department of Foreign Affairs be­ 
came the Department of State. 
No longer can the State Depart­ 
ment depend on newspapers alone 
for information. It has become one 
of the world’s greatest informa­ 
tion gathering machines. At the 
same time, it has become one of 
the world's greatest machines for 
developing foreign policy. 
For a century and a half, right 
up to World W ar II, basic U. S. 
policy was to avoid foreign en­ 
tanglements. In the years since 
the war, it has switched almost 
completely. 
Are we wise in assuming so 
much of the W'orld’s burden? If 
we are, is our foreign policy well 
administered? These are questions 
which bring earnest arguments not 
only in Washington but through­ 
out the country. 
The pros and 
cons 
are 
debated convincingly. 
The 
Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 
Committee is conducting an in­ 
quiry which will go thoroughly 
into the whole m atter in the light 
of commitments abroad. 
Why, after 150 years, did our 
policy 
change 
so 
drastically? 
Proponents 
say 
it 
is 
because 
World War II demonstrated rath­ 
er conclusively that time 
and 
space can be shrunk by a fast 
bomber or missile; that no na­ 
tion can exist as an island. 
Yet there are important seg­ 
ments of the Senate, which must 
approve all treaties, and of the 
population which hold that George 
Washington’s 
advice 
to 
‘‘steer 
clear of perm anent alliance” is 


valid today. 
Beginning in 1940, the United 
States has moved steadily toward 
alliances. In 1946. alliances be­ 
came the foundation of U. S. for­ 
eign policy. 
This policy is based on a theory 
known as containment's. Its ma­ 
jor premise is that by bottling up 
communism within Russia and her 
satellites, communism ultimately 
will collapse or moderate — and 
the odds are on the side of the 
free world. 
Washington’s advice went into 
the discard March 12, 1946, when 
Democratic President Truman ap­ 
peared before Congress and asked 
for 400 million dollars to provide 
military 
and economic aid for 
Communist-threatened Greece and 
Turkey. 
Truman re-emphasized U. S. de­ 
termination to contain Communism 
by conflnitting U. S. troops to a 
three-year war in Korea. 
In 
recent years the 
Truman 
Doctrine, as it is known, has been 
variously 
advertised 
and 
pack­ 
aged. but still apparently exists 
as the basis for foreign policy. 
President Eisenhower, for exam­ 
ple, asked Congress last Jan. 5 
for 400 million dollars to provide 
military and economic aid to the 
Middle 
Eastern 
neighbors 
of 
Greece and Turkey, now regard­ 
ed as securely in the anti-Com- 
munist camp. 
Eisenhower also asked for con­ 
gressional approval of the use of 
U. S. troops, if necessary, to stop 
any open Communist aggression 
in the Middle Ea.A. 
After extensive debate, 
Con­ 
gress 
approved 
both 
requests. 
Under the Constitution the Presi­ 
dent 
is responsible for 
foreign 
policy. 
No man, however, is qualified 
to grasp all the world’s complexi­ 
ties, and that is where the De­ 
partm ent of State fits into the 
picture. The department develops 
recommendations and offers them 
to the President through the sec­ 


retary, 
currently 
John 
Foster 
Dulles. 
Information flows 
into 
State’s tan concrete building here 
24 hours a day from the 79 na­ 
tions in which the United States 
maintains embassies and legations. 
To get this information, the de­ 
partm ent spends 75 millipn dollars 
a year, employs a staff of 22,039, 
including 10,000 aliens. 


Every day at 8:45 a. m. this 
mass of W'orld information forms 
the basis of a briefing session for 
Dulls- and his assistant secretar es 
for the four major regions of the 
globe—Europe, 
Latin 
America, 
the Far East and Africa— Near 
Last—South Asia. 


Out of these meetings come ma­ 
jor 
policy-making 
recommenda­ 
tions. 
These are not yet final, 
however. They have to be ham­ 
mered out further within the Na­ 
tional Security Council NSC. The 
NSC is composed of the Presi­ 
dent and Vice Pres.dent, the Sec­ 
retaries of State, Treasury 
and 
defense, the director of defense 
mobilization and the President’s 
disarmament adviser. 
In addition, the director of the 
Central Intelligence’ Agency, our 
spy outfit, and the chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff sit with 
the NSC in an advisory capacity. 
The information which pours in­ 
to the departm ent is broken up 
and channeled to foreign* sendee 
officers FSOs occupying “country 
desks.” 
each 
handling 
matters 
pertaining to a given nation. 
If action is required, the FSO 
passes the information along up­ 
ward through an intricate chain 
of command with 
recommenda­ 
tions. 
Under this system major policy 
recommendations are supposed to 
work their way upwards. If im­ 
portant enough they will reach the 
secretary. 
Otherwise 
they 
are 
handled by an assistant secretary. 
Until 
Dulles 
became 
secretary, 
the 
“percolation up” system of 
developing policy was generally 
employed. Dulles apparently re­ 
lies less on this procedure than 
some of his predecessors in arriv­ 
ing at a policy. He consults only 
occasionally with people on levels 
below assistant secretary. 
That 
is, unless he’s on th-j road, which 
he frequently is. Then he can call

communist—Catholic elements 
The contention ignores a much 
more plausible and logical explan­ 
ation. 
Kennedy is himself a sin­ 
cerely 
and 
whole-heartedly anti­ 
communist Catholic: his admirers 
believe that in hi* own heart he 
realized that McCarthy had been 
performing a function essential to 
the nalional welfare in rooting out 
Red influences, and as such 
was 
deserving of commendation rather 
*han condemnation. Assuming this 
hypothesis. 
Kenned* 
did demon­ 
strate political fortitude by refus­ 
ing to bow' to the

on Saturday, two days before the

his pessimistic "no chance" out­ 
look, began talking seriously with 
delegations 
About one a m Thursday, he re­ 
ceived a telephone call asking him 
to make the speech putting Adlai

of consideration as a running-mate 
But he toiled through 
the

hours, and the speech he delivered 
m the afternoon won him new ac­ 
claim 
When Stevenson that eve­ 
ning declared hands-off. Kennedy 
was back in the race and. apart 
from a short nap, spent most of 
the next 14 hours conferring with 
any delegates he could find. 
One important hurdle his friends 
had to overcome was within his 
the sub rosa antipathy of the vet­ 
eran Representative John W. Mc­ 
Cormack, 
Democratic leader 
of 
the House 
from whom 
Kennedy 
had just wrested 
control of the 
party's 
state 
organization. 
Mc­ 
Cormack ultimately came around, 
however, and f i n a l l y made a 
speech seconding hi* colleague’s 
nomination. 
History records the 
hectic 
maneuvering 
and 
vote- 
switching which finally 
resulted 
in Kefauver s selection. 
All of which persuades 
Kenne­ 
dy's friends that 
sincere as 
his 
present attitude may be. he ulti­ 
mately can be persuaded to make 
a new’—and very 
possibly 
more 
successful—bid in I960. 
McCormack’s lack of 
enthusi­ 
asm stems 
from 
an 
earlier in­ 
stance of Kennedy s, political inde­ 
pendence 
Shortly after Curley re­ 
turned to Boston to pick up its 
Mayoralty, he was 
convicted 
of 
involvement in skullduggery in the 
award of certain government con­ 
tracts. 
McCormack sponsored a 
petition urging a Presidential par­ 
don. but Kennedy, convinced that 
justice had been effected, was one 
of the few members of the Massa­ 
chusetts Democratic House dele­ 
gation who refused to sign it. 
There were other early evidenc­ 
es of the young 
legislator’s 
re­ 
fusal to be stampeded into going 
along with his party elders. 
One 
such occurred only a few months 
after he assumed office as Repre­ 
sentative and found 
himself 
as­ 
signed to the House Committee on 
Education and Labor. 
In the spring of 1947. 
the Re- 
niblican majority 
of 
that 
com­ 
mittee brought to the House floor 
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what eventually became the Taft- 
Hartley law. 
The Democratic mi­ 
nority, in a partv-policy pronun- 
ciamenlo. bitterly assailed it as a 
bill 
Kennedy signed that minori­ 
ty report, but, over objections of 
his colleagues, filed a supplement­ 
al report expressing his own addi­ 
tional views which 
iri some re­ 
spects went even further 
toward 
regulating unions than 
the GOP 
bill. 
He proposed, 
for instance, 
that provision be made for perm a­ 
nent, rather 
than 
limited 
time, 
anti-strike injunctions in disputes 
imperiling the national health or 
safety. 
One section of 
his 
supplemen­ 
tal mmorit.v report of that occa­ 
sion well summarize* the philoso­ 
phy of moderate liberalism which 
seems to have guided his legisla­ 
tive career: 
"1 reaffirm my basic faith in 
the system of private 
enterprise 
under which this Nation ha* flour­ 
ished and successfully carried the 
burden of two great wars. 
But if 
this system is to work in our com­ 
plex economic society, there must 
be a recognition by management 
and labor that the welfare of each 
is dependent ultimately upon the 
welfare of the other. 
"If 
repressive 
and 
vindictive 
labor legislation is enacted at the 
behest of management, a tide of 
left-wing 
reaction 
will 
develop 
w'hich m ay well destroy 
our ex­ 
isting 
business ivstem. 
At 
the 
'am p time, if labor continues 
to 
insist on special privilege and un­ 
fair 
advantage 
in 
its 
relations 
with management, I have 
grave 
doubt* as 
to the future of the 
trade-umon 
movement," 
History, of course, 
has 
shown 
the fallaciousness of the "repres­ 
sive and vindictive" label as ap­ 
plied to the Taft-Hartley law. 
By 
re*orting to it. Kennedy yielded to 
the spurious arguments of the ul­ 
tra-liberals. But his final sentence 
is heresy, coming from one usually 
claimed by Fair Dealers as one of 
their own. 
It is another revealing 
instance of the senator's refresh­ 
ing independence in 
placing 
his 
personal interpretation upon leftist 
proposals, which his colleagues un 
critically accept. 
As a m a'ter of fact. Kennedy's 
"liberal” 
views 
mystify 
many, 
in the light of his family back­ 
ground 
and 
his 
early 
training 
Most of it he received from his 
father. Joseph Patrick Kennedy, 
who has amassed a fortune esti­ 
mated conservatively at well in ex­ 
cess of $50,000,000. Joe Kennedy is 
a life-long Democrat who served 
as Chairman of the Securities and 
Exchanges Commission. Chairman 
of the U.S. Maritime Commission 
and U S. Ambassador to Britain’s 
Court of St. Jam es during the late 
FDR'* New Deal era in the 30’s. 
But Jot* Kennedy was. and is, ba­ 
sically a conservative Democrat, 
ani he retired to private life be- 
c a u s e the 
continuing leftward 
trends of the 
New 
Deal 
'which 
would seem mild by comparison 
with today's liberalism 1 were more 
than he could stomach. 
Nevertheless Joseph 
Kennedy 
maintained a deep sense of obliga­ 


tion to the nation which had made 
it possible for him to accumulate a 
vast personal fortune 
He felt he 
should do all he could to persuade 
his children to devote at least part 
of their lives 
to public service 
So it was that he created for his 
funds, to enable 
them to "dedi­ 
cate themselves and their talents 
to the public service as fully and 
ably as they can.” 
The family tradition 
of public 
service goes 
back 
even 
further 
than J o e s praiseworthy 
efforts. 
The 
present 
S enators 
paternal 
grandfathei. 
Patricia 
Kennedy, 
served several years as a 
mem­ 
ber of 
the 
Massachusetts 
State 
Senate. 
His maternal grandfath­ 
er, John F. Fitzgerald 'from whom 
he derives his middle name* serv­ 
ed both as Congressman and 
as 
Mayor of Boston, and once was an 
unsuccessful nominee for th* Unit­ 
ed States Senate. 
Jack, as a youngster, attended 
many political rallies and 
meet­ 
ings with his grandfather. 
As a 
teenager, he spent much time in 
the Washington bureaucracy with 
his father. 
I^ater, as a Harvard 
student, he took a year's leave to 
go to Ixmdon to serve as his Am- 
bassador-Father's secretary. Since 
his training was primarily in ba­ 
sically conservative philosophies, 
his refusal to accept today's brand 
of liberalism without ample doses 
of salt should surprise no one. 
Born May 29. 1917, he was the 
*econd of nine Kennedy children, 
seven of whom are still living. He 
attended Brookline, Massachusetts 
elementary public 
schools, 
then 
Choate Preparatory School in Con­ 
necticut. 
At Harvard, as a sopho­ 
more, Jack teamed with his broth­ 
er Joseph, then a senior, to win 
the MacMillan Trophy emblematic 
of the Intercollegiate Sailboatinc 
championship * in competition 
off 
Cape Cod. 
He swam backstroke 
on the Harvard swimming team, 
played golf and football. It was in 
the latter sport that he suffered a 
serious back injury which caused 
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is rejection when he tried to vol- 
nteer for the Army. 
Because of 
his, he 
undertook 
an 
intensive 
’ourse, and was accepted by the 
el a v v in September, 1941, 
just 
hree months prior to Pearl Har- 
oor. 
He had graduated 
cum 
laude 
from Harvard the previous year, 
having Veturned to complete 
his 
courses after six months in London 
and four months touring through 
Europe 
Majoring in economics, 
he wrote a thesi* which early in 
1941 was published as a book un­ 
der the title. Why England Slept. 
Drawing a parallel warning be­ 
tween 
England's 
unpreparedness 
for war in 1939 with the then-pres­ 
ent danger of war to ihe United 
States, it was widely acclaimed by 
critic« as an amazingly acute anal­ 
ysis for one so young. 
In the Navy, Kennedy soon re­ 
ceived an 
Ensign's 
commission 
and was shipped to the southwest 
Pacific as commander of a 
PT 
boat. Operating in the Solomon Is­ 
lands area, his craft finally was 
ram m ed by an enemy 
ship 
and 
sunk; Kennedy is 
credited 
with 
having saved three of his 
crew 
members, 
towing 
one of 
them 
three mUe^ to shore 
He was a- 
warded 
the 
Navy 
and 
Marine 
Corps Medal for his heroism, and 
the Purple Heart. 
It was his war-incurred wounds 
which finally necessitated the 19- 
54 surgery, the recuperation from 
which kept him 
away from 
the 
Senate during the McCarthy bat­ 
tle. But he did not waste the time. 
For one thing, he took a 
speed- 
reading 
course, 
as 
result 
of 
which he now frequently reads— 
and assimilate«—as many as five 
or six books a week. For another, 
he spent many long weeks on the 
basic research for his Profiles in 
Courage, which hovered at or near 
the top of the best-seller lists for 
many months after its publication 
in the winter of 1955-56. 
The book recounts episodes 
of 


outstanding courage in the careers 
of eight individual United 
States 
Senators, one of them 
being the 
late "M r. Republican,” Robert A, 
Taft. 
Kennedy’s open admiration 
for the great Ohioan came as some 
thing of a shock to leftists who had 
been seeking to portray him as a 
full-fledged liberal. 
In the Senate, Kennedy's great* 
est personal interest probably lies 
in the field of foreign relations. His 
views lean heavily toward interna­ 
tionalism. 
He has consistently op­ 
posed Republican cuts in foreign 
aid programs, and 
propounds 
a 
need for greater cooperation with 
our anti-Communist allies as well 
as for more positive steps toward 
ultimate liberation of satellite peo­ 
ples. 
He is avowedly a low-tariff 
advocate: but, 
having 
seen 
the 
damage caused in such instances 
as the New England textile 
and 
fishing industries, he 
also 
seeks 
federal programs to alleviate hard 
ships which he admits sometimes 
result from tariff cuts. 
Probably sharing the top spot in 
his field of legislative interest is 
the welfare of New England. 
One 
of his first efforts, after he grad 
uated to the Senate in 1953, was to 
induce coordinated, 
joint 
action 
by all 12 Senators. Republican and 
Democratic alike, on issues affect­ 
ing their six New England states. 
It was 
remarkably 
successful— 
one result has been that for over 
three years, the 12 Senators have 
met fort-nightly to discuss current 
issues affecting New England. Par 
ty differences have been 
largely 
eliminated on regional problems. 
Kennedy works particularly well 
with 
his 
GOP 
senior 
colleague 
from Massachusetts, Leveiett Sal- 
tonstall. So much so, that when th 
latter was up for re-election in 19- 
54 and 
was opposed 
by former 
Democratic Representative 
Fos­ 
ter Furcolo. an ADA-stvle 
ultra­ 
liberal. 
Kennedy carefully spent 
most of his time in Washington and 
refused to give any endorsement 


whatsoever to his ex-fellow 
con­ 
gressman. 
This calculated inertia 
contributed to the initial reluctance 
of McCormack and a few other 
party wheelhorses to support the 
Kennedy cause at the national con­ 
vention last August. However Ken­ 
nedy did relent during the subse­ 
quent campaign, to the extent of 
making speeches in support of Fur 
colo’s successful 
1956 
candidacy 
for the Bay State s Governorship. 
Kennedy wop his Senate seat in 
1952 by 
a 
combination 
of hard 
work and fortuitous circumstance. 
The work consisted of some ex­ 
tremely vigorous campaigning by 
himself and several of his closely- 
knit and somewhat clannish fam­ 
ily. 
The fortuitous circumstance 
was the overconfidence of his op­ 
ponent Senator Henry Cabot Lod­ 
ge 
Underestimating 
Kennedy's 
vote appeal. Lodge had spent more 
time working in behalf of Dwight 
Eisenhower's nomination and elec­ 
tion than in his own behalf. 
Unostentatious, disarminglv in­ 
formal, Kennedy enjoys a highly 
developed sense of public relations 
and an ability to get along well 
with newsmen. This is undoubted­ 
ly a result of his six months as an 
International News Service report 
er in 1945, when he worked on such 
assignments as covering the San 
Francisco. 
Uniled 
Nations 
and 
Potsdam Conferences and the Brit 
ish elections of that year. 
His knack in this regard is shar­ 
ed by his top Senate staff m em ­ 
bers: 
Administrative 
Assistant 
Ted Reardon, a 
personal 
friend 
who has been with Kennedy since 
he firsi came to Washington, and 
legislative aides, Lee White 
and 
Ted Sorrenson. 
The acute public 
lelations sense of the entire quar­ 
tet has contributed substantially 
to the favorable regard in which 
Kennedy is held around the coun­ 
try generally, and to the willing­ 
ness of both reporters and editors 
to give him publicity breaks. 


For example, when Harvard ia.*t 
June awarded the Senator his ten­ 
th honorary degree, he shared th« 
kudos ceremonies with two Cabinet 
members and a 
Supreme 
Court 
justice. 
Nevertheless, most New 
their stories,

Kennedy maintained his prist in« 
bachelor’s status 
until 
aft«r 
he 
had become a Senator but in 1953 
he succumb«d to the striking beau­ 
ty and charm of Jacqueline Bom- 
vier, then the 20-year-old "Inquir­ 
ing Photographer" for 
the 
now- 
defunct Washington Times-Herald. 
They live quietly in a graciously 
palatial $125,000 mansion in sub­ 
urban Virginia, largely eschewing 
the capital social circuit in which 
his family background and present 
stature would open 
virtually 
all 
doors if he chose to enter. 
"Young man on his way,” is a 
favorite Washington phrase to de­ 
scribe this still-young veteran Leg­ 
islator whose boyish 
mien, 
with 
its dangling-forelock trademark, is 
belied by his serious, hard-working 
approach to governmental prob­ 
lems. 
The place where he is going 
could well be another palatial man 
sion, located at 1600 Pennsylvania 
Avenue in Washington. 
The road 
could be long; but with the start 
he already has achieved at only 
39. Kennedy should have a long 
time to travel it.

You can’t help your team if you are a stationary player, but 
there are times when you can cover too much territory* On# of 
these times is when high fly balls are hit between home plate and 
the bases, or between the infielders and the outfielders. 
It is much easier for the players coming In on such balls to make 
the catches, and even such an excellent athlete aa Yogi Berra can 
make a mistake on such a play as he did last summer when he 
ran his teammate Bill Skowron off a foul hall down the first base 
line in a game with the Baltimore Oriole« and then failed to judge 
the flight of the ball properly. 
If the ball is hit high in the air between the third-baseman and 
catcher, the third-baseman should make the play; if between the 
catcher and first-baseman, the first-baseman should make the 
catch; if between the shortstop and left-fielder, the left-fielder 
should call for the ball; and If between the right-fielder and second- 
baseman, the right-fielder should make the play. 
There are exceptions to this rule. If defensive players are shifted 
out of normal position for certain batters, or if the sun is shining 
in one player’s eyes and not in another’s, managers sometimes in­ 
struct other players to make the play.

PAY BOOST FOR LEGISLATORS

Proposals of pay increases for public em ployes seldom are ac­ 
corded popular response. 


At the m om ent there seems to be an atm osphere of passive 
resistance shrouding the salary increase bill so eagerly and 
swiftly passed by the Legislature for subm ission to the people 
April 2 M issouri voters w’ill act on an increase in pay and 
expenses for their legislators. They will be voting on a con­ 
stitutional am endm ent to raise salaries from $125 to $300 a 
month, and travel expenses home each w eekend instead of 
once a session. 


All over the state there is beating of drum s to stir up an af­ 
firm ative vote next month on the sam e date of city-w ide elec­ 
tions . 


About increasing legislators’ travel expenses there is per­ 
suasiveness in the argum ent that conditions have changed since 
legislators m ade the trip to Jefferson City <Jn horseback, in bug­ 
gy or wagon and stayed the session out. 


In this m otorized age and lessened distances .constituents long 
ago began to take it for granted that their senators and repre­ 
sentatives will be home w eekends for personal contacts. Be­ 
cause of this, citizens no longer write letters to their repre­ 
sentatives as they did years ago. 'This is becoming a forgotten 
art. Now by frequent visits w'ith the folks at home, legislators 
must depend on getting the opinion of voters they represent, if 
they are to do a better job of representing. 


A bout increasing the legislators’ salary to $3,600 per year. 
We have heard it m entioned these men ought to be willing to 
m ake a sacrifice for the privilege and prestige of enacting the 
laws that govern our collective lives and businesses. T hat is 
the philosophy so often applied to school teachers — their 
functions should be in a spirit of service and not for the money 
they get. Noble as it sounds it is im practical in this inflationary 
age. T hat is the kind of old-fashioned thinking w hich kept Mis­ 
souri in the m uddy road epoch so long. We should get the pub­ 
lic servants’ salary schedules out of the m ud in 1957. 


California pays its legislators $6,000 annually and $14 a day 
expenses w hen the legislature is in session. Colorado pays $3,- 
600 and actual expenses. Illinois, calling its legislature only 
every other year, pays $10,000 to each legislator for the bien­ 
nium. M assachusetts legislators get $5,200 for each session, plus 
traveling expenses. In Michigan they pay $4,000 a year plus 
$1,000 a year expense. New Jersey legislators get $5,000 a 
year, New York, $7,500 a year, Ohio, $5,000 a year. 


None of these legislators’ salaries is likely to attract “ca­ 
reer m en” but a $3,600 salary for M issouri legislators would 
tend to invite im proved talent, including more younger men 
who could contribute some aggressive thinking in m atters in­ 
volving the w elfare of the state. 


The salaries am endm ent deserves strong and active public 
support in order to provide our present law m akers reasonable 
and just com pensation, and to further encourage a greater 
num ber of qualified persons to ru n in the future for these re ­ 
sponsible state offices. 


Doubtless there are m any dem ands for funds to finance Mis­ 
souri’s governm ental operations, but it appears anom alous for 
the public to continue to dem and increased expenditures for 
every governm ental agency from A to Z w ithout constituents 
back home giving consideration to the financial plight of the 
law m akers them selves who are charged w ith great responsi­ 
bility.

Proposals of pay increases for public employes seldom are ac­ 
corded popular response. 


At the moment there seems to be an atmosphere of passive 
resistance shrouding the salary increase bill so eagerly and 
swiftly passed by the Legislature for submission to the people 
April 2 Missouri voters will act on an increase in pay and 
expenses for their legislators. They will be voting on a con­ 
stitutional amendment to raise salaries from $125 to $300 a 
month, and travel expenses home each weekend instead of 
once a session. 


All over the state there is beating of drums to stir up an af­ 
firmative vote next month on the same date of city-wide elec­ 
tions. 


About increasing legislators’ travel expenses there is per­ 
suasiveness in the argument that conditions have changed since 
legislators made the trip to Jefferson City <tn horseback, in bug­ 
gy or wagon and stayed the session out. 


In this motorized age and lessened distances .constituents long 
ago began to take it for granted that their senators and repre­ 
sentatives will be home weekends for personal contacts. Be­ 
cause of this, citizens no longer write letters to their repre­ 
sentatives as they did years ago. This is becoming a forgotten 
art. Now by frequent visits with the folks at home, legislators 
must depend on getting the opinion of voters they represent, if 
they are td do a better job of representing. 


About increasing the legislators’ salary to $3,600 per year. 
We have heard it mentioned these men ought to be willing to 
make a sacrifice for the privilege and prestige of enacting the 
laws that govern our collective lives and businesses. That is 
the philosophy so often applied to school teachers — their 
functions should be in a spirit of service and not for the money 
they gel. Noble as it sounds it is impractical in this inflationary 
age. That is the kind of old-fashioned thinking w’hich kept Mis­ 
souri rn the muddy road epoch so long. We should get the pub­ 
lic servants’ salary schedules out of the mud in 1957. 


California pays its legislators $6,000 annually and $14 a day 
expenses when the legislature is in session. Colorado pays $3,- 
SUO and actual expenses. Illinois, calling its legislature only 
every other year, pays $10,000 to each legislator for the bien­ 
nium. Massachusetts legislators get $5,200 for each session, plus 
traveling expenses. In Michigan they pay $4,000 a year plus 
$1,000 a year e x p o se. New Jersey legislators get $5,000 a 
year, New York, $7,500 a year, Ohio, $5,000 a year. 


None of these legislators* salaries is likely to attract “ca­ 
reer men” but a $3,600 salary for Missouri legislators would 
tend to invite improved talent, including more younger men 
who could contribute some aggressive thinking in matters in­ 
volving the welfare of the state. 


The salaries amendment deserves strong and active public 
support in order to provide our present lawmakers reasonable 
and just compensation, and to further encourage a greater 
number of qualified persons to run in the future for these re­ 
sponsible state offices. 


Doubtless there are many demands for funds to finance Mis­

Authorize County Courts to Make Immediate 
Audits When Officials' Settlements Are Made 
Is Remedy Suggested by Prosecuting Attorney 


NEW MADRID — An audit of the accounts of officials 
I of New Madrid county for the years 1946 to 1951 by the 
State Auditor’s office, a copy of which was delivered to the 
county clerk, Bernard DeLisle, Mar. 13, 1957, alleges a total 
of nearly $14,000 due the county frpm former officials. 
It is pointed out in the audit that these officials appar­ 
ently misinterpreted the laws regarding fees and mileage 
allowances with the result that they retained more than 
they were legally entitled to 
and, consequently, owe t h e 
county. 
Specifically the audit al­ 
leges the following shortages 
against the officials named: 
Albert Ransburgh, former col­ 
lector, $10,634.27 due the county 
for the years 1946, 1947 and 19- 
48. It is charged that during that 
period he retained I Vt per cent 
on all collections as h i s f e e , 
whereas “the law provides for 
counties the type of New Madrid, 
the collector shall retain 1W per 
cent of the first $350,000, and 
one-half of erne per cent for all 
amounts 
over 
$350,000 
except 
state assessed corporation taxes.’* 
J. W. Daugherty, assessor un­ 
til Aug 31, 1949, is charged with 
owing the county $1,351 65, and 
Preston Utterback, assessor from 
Sept. I, 1949 to the end of the 
period covered by the audit, owes 
$351.57. 
Former sheriff Hartzell Kime*

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Tornadoes, the most violent and 
spectacular storms produced by 
nature, are a menace to the life 
and property of almost everyone 
living between the Rockies and the 
Atlantic. Thy occur in the eastern 
Gulf states at the beginning of the 
year, then advance north-westward 
to reach Iowa and Kansas in June, 
remaining in that area until late 
September. 
But in knowing what to do when 
a tornado is observed may mean 
the difference between life and 
death even though there is no uni­ 
versal protection against them ex­ 
cept in caves or underground ex­ 
cavations, such as the so-called 
•‘cyclone cellar.” Regardless, here 
are a few suggestions: If you are 
in open country: 
I. 
Move at right angles to the 
tornado's path. Tornadoes usually 
move ahead at about 25 to 40 miles 
per hour. 


2. If there is no time to escape, 
lie flat in the nearest depression 
such as a ditch or ravine. 
If in a city or town: 
1, Seek inside shelter, preferab­ 
ly in a strongly reinforced build­ 
ing. Stay aw ay from window’s. 
2. In homes: Usually the safest 
part of the house is in the corner 
of the basem ent toward that from 
which the storm is coming. Howev­ 
er, when you are unable to determ­ 
ine from w'hich direction the torna­ 
do is coming, go to the southwest 
corner of the basement, which us­ 
ually offers the 
greatest 
safety, 
particularly in fram e houses. Peo­ 
ple in houses without basements 
should find other shelter, prefer­ 
ably in a storm cellar, although a 
depression, such as a ditch or ra ­ 
vine. can offer some protection. If 
time perm its, electricity and heat­ 
ing appliances should be shut off. 
Doors and windows on the north 
and east sides of the house may be 
open to help reduce damage to the 
building. 
If in schools: 
1. In city areas: lf school build­ 
ings is of strongly reinforced con­ 
struction, stay inside, away from 
windows, rem ain near an inside 
wall on the lower floors when pos­ 
sible. Avoid auditoriums and gym­ 
nasiums with large, poorly-support­ 
ed roofs. 
2. In rural schools that do not 
have strongly reinforced construc­ 
tion, remove children and teachers 
to a ravine or ditch lf storm shel­ 
ter is not available. 
If in factories 
and 
industrial 
plants: 
On receiving a tornado warning, 
a lookout should be posted to keep 
safety officials advised of the tor­ 
nado’s approach. Advance prepa­ 
ration should be made for shutting 
off electrical circuits and fuel lines 
if the tornalo approaches the plant. 
Employees should De moved to sec­ 
tions of the plant offering the great­ 
est protection.

Dave Beck, labor s first tycoon, 
rapidly is talking himself into be­ 
ing 1957 s man of indistinction. In 
this golden age, that is his priv­ 
ilege. But he Is overpaying his 
advisers if they are not trying to 
persuade him to stop shouting at 
us as though we all are idiots all 
of the time. 
A l w a y s Beck has brazened 
things out with a barking speech. 
There was a moment, for exam­ 
ple, back in November 1948, about 
the time he first began borrow­ 
ing union funds. Quixotically he 
got off this speech to the National 
Automotive Division of the Team­ 
sters. in Chicago: 
“ I have never believed in the 
building of large union treasu­ 
ries . . . Men and women do not 
pay dues into large organizations 
for the purpose of building large 
treasuries . . . I say that a mem­ 
ber of any of our unions is far 
better off if he is receiving IO 
cents a day more in wages even 
though the union may not have 
a cent in its treasury than if he 
were getting IO cents a day less 
wages and the union had a mil­ 
lion dollars in its treasury. 
“That is my philosophy . . . On 
some occasions I have said to 
secretaries that if they have large 
treasuries and could not do any 
further organizing, their dues are 
too high. I have suggested that 
they go before their membership 
and recommend a reduction in 
dues.” 
Maybe. 
But 
just 
four 
years 


later, when Beck took over the 
rational 
union 
presidency, 
he 
loudly announced that he would 
build the Teamsters* kitty into 
$60,000,000 because it was rattling 
around in the safe with a mere 
$25,126,864. He was president just 
a 
few 
days 
when 
he 
forced 
through a dues increase. 
And on the air the other Sunday 
he boasted that he had made over 
$9,000,000 for the union. But what 
of the working man? What does 
the man behind the wheels get 
out of the $40,000,000 now on th* 
Teamsters’ bank books? 
To some men money 
is 
the 
measure of everything Forty mil­ 
lions 
bucks 
would 
stretch 
any 
man s ego but Beck’s. This poor 
man s Fort Knox Is quite a re­ 
sponsibility. There should be no 
question of Beck’* willingness to 
show every bit of scrap paper 
even remotely related to the per­ 
sonal and official activities of the 
man who has all power over such 
a hoard. 
Yet we have been getting the 
same kind of brazen bullying and 
barking 
as 
the 
quotes 
above, 
which always place everything he 
does in double jabberwocky. The 
Teamsters under Beck seem to 
be accident prone. 
Union records 
covering 
many 
millions 
of 
dollars 
have 
been 
burned, lost or stolen. It shamed 
some of us, however, to lose Ie 
beau geste to a couple of crooks 
in Scranton. Pa,, the other day. 
With a sudden burst of civie pride, 
the thieves broke into the head­ 
quarters of Teamsters Local 229. 
They stole everything except th# 
union books. That s a new twist. 
Yet Beck, with th* power, and 
the duty 
as 
absolute 
as 
that 
power, to lift charters, suspend 
officials and make 
audits, 
has 
done mighty little of this to check 
on those millions. 
So appalled by this are the hon­ 
est men of labor that (me of the 
nation’* top handful of AFL<TO 
executive council members told 
me the other day that he would 
be ashamed to walk his city's 
streets if the high command had 
not 
anticipated 
all 
of this 
by 
adopting the new ethical codes in 
Miami Beach last month. 
These codes call for the Wister 
of any official hiding his union 
activity behind the Fifth Amend­ 
ment — and that includes even 
Teamsters’ officials. A group is 
forming behind 
Walter 
Reuther 
for just such a battle when the 
high command meets in Washing­ 
ton next May. Reuther has re­ 
ceived written requests f r o m 
former CIO chiefs to make such 
a fight. 
Reuther never move* without 
battle plans And he has already 
placed himself in position for the 
assault. After Sen. Joe McCarthy 
attacked the auto union, Reuther 
dispatched a long letter to Sen. 
John McClellan which wound up 
with: 
“This letter is to assure you, if 
assurance is needed, that if the 
committee finds any 
reason 
or 
has any desire to chiack the af­ 
fairs of the UAW and its officers, 
you will have our fullest coopera­ 
tion. Any, or all of our officers 
will appear before the committee 
voluntarily and answer all ques­ 
tions. as fully as their knowledge 
permits. None of them will invoke 
the Fifth Amendment.” 
That’s the first move.

Major Shift in U.S. Foreign 
Policy Debated in Light of 
Washington's Early Advice 


Editor’s Note— From a 
nation 
which avoided entangling foreign 
alliances, the I . S. versed its field 
almost 
completely 
since 
World 
War Two. 
Where is this policy 
taking us? 
They are important 
questions, explored in this first of 
three articles on the State Depart­ 
ment. 
WASHINGTON £#>— A general 
who was to become president of 
the United States once asked the 
secretary 
of 
foreign 
affairs: 
“W hat’s going on in the w orld?” 
“ All I know,” the secretary re ­ 
plied, “ Is w hat I see in the new s­ 
papers.” 
The general was George W ash­ 
ington. The secretary w as Robert 
Livingstone, who headed the For­ 
eign A ffairs D epartm ent of the 
second C ontinental Congress. The 
conversation 
occurred 
in 
1782. 
Seven 
years 
later, 
the 
United 
States caine into being. 
The old 
D epartm ent of Foreign A ffairs be­ 
cam e the D epartm ent of State. 
No longer can the State D epart­ 
m ent depend on new spapers alone 
for inform ation. It has become one 
of the w orld’s greatest inform a­ 
tion gather.ng m achines. 
At the 
sam e time, it has become one of 
the w orld’s greatest m achines for 
developing foreign policy. 
For a century and a half, right 
up to World W ar II, basic U, S. 
policy was to avoid foreign en­ 
tanglem ents. In the years since 
the war, it has sw itched almost 
com pletely. 
A re we wise in assum ing so 
much of the w'orld’s burden?

we are, is our foreign policy well 
adm inistered?

W ashington’s advice went into

Jack , as a youngster, attended 
rnany political rallies and 
m eet­ 
ing? with hi? 
grandfather. 
As a 
teenager, he spent much tim e 
in 
the Washington bureaucrac? with 
his father. 
I^ater, a? 
a H arvard 
student, he took a year's leave to 
go to London to serve as his Am- 
b assado r-F ather's secretary. Since 
his ’raining was prim arily jn b a ­ 
sically conservative 
philosophies, 
his refusal to accept today's brand 
of liberalism without ample doses 
of salt should surprise no one. 
Born May 29. 1917, he was

second of nine Kennedy' children, 
seven of whom are still living. 
Ho 
attended Brookline, M assachusetts 
elom entarv public 
schools, 
then 
Choate P rep a rato ry School in Con­ 
necticut 
At H arvard, as a sopho­ 
m ore, Jack team ed with his broth­ 
er Joseph, then a senior, 
to win

on the H arvard swim ming team , 
played golf and football. It was in 
the latter sport that he suffered a

You can’t help your team if you are a •tattonary player, but 
there arc time* when you can cover too much territory.

You can’t help your team if you are a stationary player, but 
there are time* when you can cover too much territory. One of 
these times is when high fly balls are hit between home plate and 
the bases, or between the infielders end the outfielders. 
It is much easier for the players coming In on such balls to make 
the catches, and even such an excellent athlete as Yogi Beira can 
make a mistake on such a play as he did last summer when he 
ran his teammate BUL Skowron off a foul ball down the first base 
line in a game with the Baltimore Orioles and then faded to judge 
the flight of the ball properly. 
If the ball is hit high in the air between the thlrd-baeeman and 
catcher, the third-baseman should make the play; if between the 
catcher and first-baseman, the first-baseman should make the 
catch; if between the shortstop and left-f (elder, the I eft-fielder 
should call for the ball; and if between the right-fielder and second- 
baseman. the right-fielder should make the play. 
There are exceptions to this rule. If defensive players are shifted 
©ut of normal position for certain batters, or lf the sun is shining 
in one player's eyes and not in another's, managers sometime* in­ 
struct other players to make the play. But, generally speaking, 
this is a sound rule to follow.

A Dunklin County Circuit Judge 
has becom e one of the first high­ 
er court judges in the state to per­ 
m it news photographers 
in 
his 
courtroom . The judge is A rthur U. 
Goodman. Jr., who, Friday, per­ 
m itted a Daily D em ocrat newsman 
to take pictures. 
And the experim ent was highly 
successful, if lack of confusion and 
annoyance were 
any 
criterion. 
D em ocrat editor Bill Dye. using a 
35mm cam era w’ith high speed 
lens and film without flash attach­ 
m ent. took several pictures with­ 
out the slightest bit of confusion. 
Several court officials said later 
they w ere. not even aw are of a 
cam era, much less any confusion 
caused by picture taking. 
The local court is one of the few 
courtroom s in the state 
where 
news photographers have been per­ 
m itted. An American Bar Associa­ 
tion rule prohibits cam eras of any 
sort in courtroom s, subject to the 
individual wishes of a judge. Only 
a few judges throughout the coun­ 
try have perm itted news cam era­ 
men to take pictures, and Friday’s 
announcem ent by Judge Goodman 
cam e as a surprise, since it m ark­ 
ed the first tim e permission had 
been granted here.

The principal objec­ 
tion against pictures is the con­ 
fusion which they som etim es cause. 
The principal argum ent for pic­ 
tures is that they have become an 
im portant part of news dissem ina­ 
tion. and the public is entitled to 
see as well as read what is hap­ 
pening in its courtroom s. The dis­ 
covery of high speed lens and film 
have enabled

ers to take pictures without flash 
equipm ent, and the addition of this 
equipm ent by The Dem ocrat un­ 
doubtedly influenced Judge Good- 
jn a n ’s decision. 
A rthur Goodman has m ade this 
district an outstanding judge. As 
we have com mented before, his de­ 
cisions have been excellent and all 
parties have recieved quick legal 
attention in his courtroom.

In his 43 years of pub­ 
lic service he has become famil­ 
iar with the hideous highways of 
the congested urban areas of Am­ 
erica. As head of the New York 
State park system he has worked 
to preserve the beauties of parks 
and parkways. 
He recom m ends that signs 
-be 
forbidden within 500 feet of the 
right of way on the new American 
highways. Also that the states be 
authorized to require even wider 
clearance on roads within 
their 
borders. 
The act which authorizes a $50 
billion outlay on this vast project 
m ust be amended. There is no pro­ 
tection at all in the law' as it 
stands. 
Unless the. law is am ended, says 
Mr. Moses, “ we face the prospect 
of speedways built in gasoline gul­ 
lies. obliterating scenery and con­ 
fined between continuous rows of 
offensive advertising.”

Maloney is another of the horse 
fanciers whose outfit will get the 
X-ray treatm ent from the Senate, 
probably in a month or so. He is 
the international 
president who. 
by the noblesse oblige of his royal 
letter, passed on his union's Long 
Island Local 138 from father to 
son. both by the nam e of William 
DeKomng. 
Maloney 
rules his em pire a& 
tightly as Nubia Khan behind a 
wall which, while not as visible 
as the Chinese stone hedge, bas 
proved 
far 
more 
impenetrable. 
Copies of his union s constitution, 
for exam ple, are as scarce as 
air conditioning units in the an­ 
cient K han's palace, though this 
union of 200.000 good and hearty 
men lies across the industrial in­ 
nards of our nation. And once you 


get a copy of this yellowing creed 
you 
learn 
what 
power 
really 
means. 
Brother Maloney, for example, 
sets his own salary. Inquiry by 
an opposition force back in No­ 
vem ber 1954 revealed that even 
the international union’s vice pre*, 
idents really did not know how 
much he carns or draw s.

Springtime meant corralling new­ 
born calves and listening to the 
cheep of baby chicks. 
Summer 
brought 
harvest* 
and 
thunder­ 
showers and city company. 
Au­ 
tumn was a time of refreshing, 
when churches held revival meet­ 
ings. Winter moved in quietly and 
farm ers went about their chores, 
knowing that soon the snow would 
melt and spring would come a- 
gaui. 
• I took pride in being able to 
do almost any kind of farm work, 
and I often assisted my father 
with the chores. But on dark win­ 
ter days as I would stand on top of 
a hay stack, pitching off great 
flakes of leapedeza and listening to 
my voice echo through the hill* 
as I called the cattle home to their 
feed, I would sometimes pause, 
and say: 
"Beyond those hills lies a city. 
Some day I shall live there. No 
more »heep-skin coat*, no more 
muddy boots. 
I’ll wear beautiful 
clothes: I II walk with the crowd.” 
Tbday the daffodils are bloom­ 
ing on my father’s grave cm a sun­ 
ny hillside in the Ozarks. 
Mother 
sits by me gazing out of the win­ 
dow. For three years I have mingl 
ed with the crowds in this city 
which is now our home. 
I walk 
with the crowd on the street. I sit 
with them in church, rub elbows 
with them in stores. 
Everywhere I see. in bold let­ 
ters: 
‘ Bargains 
“ Cut Prices!” 
“ Smashing Values!” 
People talk taxes, fobs, 
social 
security. I am awakened at night 
by the moaning of a siren. Houses 
surround me. I never see the sun 
rise. There seems to be no sunset. 
We have daylight and darkness. 
We have oatmeal, toast and coffee 
and the morning paper for break­ 
fast. In the evening we have din­ 
ner and TV. 
From the Window 
As I stood by my window look­ 
ing out on the city, I saw green 
pastures and clear streams of wa­ 
ter. 
I heard the tinkling of cow 
belli. The sun was shining on a 
yellow rose by a kitchen door. 
This city of thriving industries 
and big businesses is important, 
essential to a g r e a t nation, of 
course. 
And there are those who 
fit into this pattern of life. They 
want nothing else; and they AU an 
important place in the world s 


or a coyote races across the fields. 
There will be work to do. But it 
•seems obvious to me that farming 
is conducive to wholesome living, 
for many country folks are the 
happiest people iii the world. This 
is seen in the worship services in 
their churches, in the glow of their 
faces. 
Therefore, I’m going back to the 
farm. 
And when the day’s work 
is done, when twilight falls, wheth­ 
er I watch the snowflakes beating 
against my window, or listen to 
the whippoorwill on 
a 
summer 
night or the patter of rain on the 
roof, I shall know that all is wetl­ 
and there will be peace in my 
soul.

Garage Wall 
Often Steals 
Costly Heat 


lf your house has an unheated, 
attached garage, the wall be­ 
tween it and living areas of the 
house may be robbing you of 
expensive heaUduring the w in­ 
ter months. 
This is an area where insula­ 
tion 
is 
frequently 
neglected. 
Heat escapes through this big 
gap in the insulation barrier and 
is wasted outside. 
Heat often is wasted in similar 
fashion when living quarters are 
built above the garage, as they 
are in many split-level homes 
If the garage ceiling is not in­ 
sulated, 
heat

away and 
floors are cold m the upstairs 
rooms. 
Home owners usually can stop 
heat loss m the garage area by

installing mineral woo) insula­ 
tion themselves, using batts or

The batts and blankets go in 
place easily between studs on 
the garage side of the wall and 
between joists in the garage 
ceiling 
In homes where garage wails 
and ceilings have been enclosed 
with wallboard, plaster, or some 
other finishing material, mineral 
wool can be blown in by an in­ 
sulation contractor, forming a 
tignt. effective barrier against 
heat loss. 
The mineral wool also helps 
keep the house cooler during 
the hot summer months, since it 
blocks the passage of heat from 
the outside to the inside, too. 


House Needs 
Spring Cheek 


Spring is traditionally house 
cleaning time. but it also should 
be 
house inspection time. A 
house takes a lot of punishm ent 
from 
w inter's 
blasts—punish­ 
m ent w'hich can result in costly 
damage. 
This is especially true of the 
roof, which is a home s first line 
of defense against snow and ice. 
The weight and movement of 
snow and ice often can start 
serious trouble, especially if th* 
roof is an oid one. 
A good tim e to check the roof 
is in the spring after the first 
heavy rain.

HB 122, which would have placed 
Missouri telephone companies un­ 
der the state’s maximum hour law, 
was quashed on the floor of the 
House Tuesday, after having been 
reported favorably by the House 
labor committee. The basic pur­ 
pose of this bill would have been 
to limit operation of the companies 
during strikes. However, it also 
would have curtailed operation of 
the companies during emergencies 
such as floods, tornadoes.

acid and is excessively corrosive. 
(4) Adding a fresh “dose” of 
rust inhibitor to winter-worn solu­ 
tions also will not solve the cor­ 
rosion problem. This only tempor­ 
arily slows up corrosive action, it 
cannot 
eliminate 
the damaging 
acid salts already formed. 
For safe, trouble-free operations, 
the National Bureau of Standards, 
farm equipment authorities, and 
anti-freeze m anufacturers all rec­ 
ommend this program before hot 
weather begins: 
(1) Dram out and discard win­ 
ter-worn anti-freeze solutions from 
the radiator and engine block. 
(2) Clean and flush the cooling I 
system, using a chemical cleaner, 
if necessary. 
(3) Check all parts of the cool­ 
ing system for leaks or wear; re­ 
place or repair where necessary. 
(4) Refill radiator with 
fresh 
water, and add a chemical rust 
inhibitor.
